The worlc of registration forjkbe Aug- 


U3t election in Utah is beiug delayed by 
the dilatorioess of some of the members 
o! the UtaU Commission, who h»TO not 
yet put in an appearance at Sail Lake. 
In .order that capable men might |be 
found to serve upon the Commission 
the salary waa plaood at such a figure a* 
was thought ample to secure men who 
•would devote their time and ability to 
•the performance of the labors required 
from them, but this result has not been 
aooompliahed, and it would seem proper 
for those whose private affairs are of 
each magnitude as to interfere with their 
public duties to resign and give the 
President the opportunity to appoint 
othors who will derote their whole time 
to the public service. 
The gentlemen 


who compose the Commission are first- 
class men, and undoubtedly competent 
to discharge the duties of their office, 
but in justice to themselves should 
either take up their permanent resi- 
dence in Utah and attend to their duties, 
of step down and out. 


THE ASSESSMENT O*' CATTLE. 


The Supreme Court decision in the 


case of Barnes vs. Woodbury to the ef- 
fect that if the home ranch is in one 
county and the cattle are grazing in an- 
other county, they are assessable in the 
county in which the home ranch is sit- 
uated and not in the county in which 
they ar« found grazing, is demurred to 
very strongly by the Elko Independent 
and one or two other papers, and they 
have rendered a minority decision. We 
presume the decision is intended to 
cover cases only where the home ranch 
is near the county line, and to cattle 
from the home range found grazing off 
the range, and over the line in an adja- 
cent county. We are of the opinion that 
the Elko Independent's illustration is 
too strongly put. 
However our County 


Assessor should acquaint himself with 
the law and decision, as many cattle, 
•vre believe, are grazing in Hamboldt 
county, while the home ranches of the 
owners are in Washoe county. 


THK HEVAOA BOOM. 


The Battle Mountain Messenger is 


disposed to insist that Nevada prospec- 
tors are somewhat to blame for the stag- 
nation in mining affairs. It says: 


Many of our exchanges are predictipg 


a boom in Nevada mining properties 
during the coming Summer. It is the 
old cry. We live through the Winter, 
hoping Micawber like, that some thing 
will turn up in the Spring. When 
Spring comes and no boom, we wait for 
the Fall raise. We try and make our- 
selves believe that better times are com- 
ing, but they have not come so far, and 
from where are they coming? If the 
people of this State do not help them- 
selves, can they expect others to help 
them. 
All our neighboring mineral 


States and Territories are in a flourish- 
ing condition and capitalists are invest- 
ing in their mines, but they avoid Ne- 
vada or seem to do so. Are our mines 
less permanent than theirs or lower 
grade mineral? We think not, then 
why is it' Simply that many of our 
people are satisfied to sit beside an old 
mining prospect and wait for the prec- 
ious metals to grow in the rook. Pros- 
pectors should remember that the day 
has passed that a hole in the ground 
can be sold for a large amount of money; 
also that capitalists will pay more for a 
mine than the prospects justify. Own- 
ers of mining properties should either 
open them up, expose their value, or 
worthlessness, or give some enterpris- 
ing persons a chance to dd so, or if they 
have an opportunity to dispose of their 
properties, be willing to take a reason- 
able amount for the same. The average 
mine owner however thinks that he 
should make a fortune out of his prop- 
erty where there is nothing to induce 
intending purchasers to pay fancy 
prices for such property. 
How many 


mines are there in this State to-day, 
almost undeveloped, for which 
the 


owners ask $50.000 and $60,000, the 
(JYTiitJlO UBn 
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actual value of which ia not more than 
$10,000 and some dear at $1,000. 
As 


long as parties are satisfied to hold on 
to those undeveloped properties and 
when they have a chance to dispose of 
them at reasonable figures, refuse to do 
so, just so long will we remain without 
our mining boom.

THE SECRET SOCIETIES 


BE SUPPRESSED. 


MUST 


The fact is not generally known that 


the first Presidential ticket for 1884 has 
already been placed in the field. It 
has been nominated by the National 
Christian Association for the Suppres- 
sion of Secret Societies, and bears the 
names of the Bev. Jonathan W. Blanoh- 
ard and Mr. John li, Conant. It is 
Well enough to get one's mind familiar 
with the names of the candidates now, 
for after the election they will not be 
heard of in the returns. The National 
Christian Association has taken a large 
sized job on its hands, which may 
possibly suppress them. But, then, it 
appears to be the special missions of 
some bigoted, hail-brained idiots to re- 
form the world, but like a *oap bubble, 
they are all surface; and then emptiness 
is just as apparent. They flash for a 
moment, then, suddenly explode and 
disappear for ever. 


The appropriations for the iraprore- 


ments of a large number of rivers and 
harbors will expire at the close »f the 
fiscal year, and as the time npproaohes 
the coat and damages resulting from dis- 
continuing the works are beginning to 
be calculated. The Engineers' Depart- 
ment look upon the failure of Congress 
to make provisions for works now in 
course of construction as a public 
calamity, and the metropolitan news- 
papers, which raised such a cry a year 
ago against the passage of the pending 
River and Harbor bill, are the first to 
call attention to the fact of the disas- 
trous effects of a suspension of impor- 
tant works as brought home to them in 
the discontinuance of operations at Hell 
Gate'antf other improvements in the 
neighborhood of New York. Then, too, 
the Government suffers a serious loss, 
resultant upon ths long period of inac- 
tivity upon the works now in an un- 
finished condition. 


Is Alum Poisonous? 


Dr. Hall's Journal ofHealth, in a re- 


cent issue, says: 


"This question baa caused a gold 


deal of discussion. Alum is used by 
many bakers to whiten their bread, en- 
abling them to use an inferior flour. It 
is more extensively employed as a cheap 
substitute for cream of tartar in the 
manufacture of baking powders. It has 
not been considered immediately' dan- 
gerous; although if continued it in- 
duces dyspepsia aud obstinate constipa- 
tion. But the faot that many cases of 
poisoning have occurred from baking 
powders which contained alum, puts 
the question in a more serious aspect, 
and prudent people will exercise cau- 
tion In the selection of baking powders. 


"Under what conditions, then, does 


this substance — formerly used only for 
mechanical or medicinal purposes — be- 
come poisonous? They are certainly 
obHoure, and at present we can only sur- 
mise what they may be. We suspect 
that the cause exists in the individual 
poisoned; some peculiarity of the con- 
stitution producing a morbid change in 
the secretions of the stomach, with 
which the alum combines and forms an 
active poison ; or the secretions may be 
healthy but in unusual proportions, and 
that these less or greater proportions, 
in combination with the alum, consti- 
tute a poison. 
"For example, two parts of mercury 


and two parts of chlorine form calomel, 
which is not poisonous; but change the 
proportions to one part of mercury aud 
two parts of chlorine, and we get corro- 
sive sublimate, which is a deadly 
poison. 
"Then, again, we know nothing of 


the causes of constitutional peculiarities. 
Why is it that one person can eat all 
kinds of green fruits and vegetables 
with impunity, while- the same course 
might cost another individual his life? 
One person can handle poison ivy and 
sumac without being in the least af- 
fected; another is poisoned if be ap- 
proaches to within ten feet of them. 
Out of a family residing in a malarial dis- 
trict, some of the members will suffer 
half the year with ftver aud ague, whilp 
the others will enjoy excellent health 
during the entire year. Foods that are 
wholesome to some persons are actually 
poisonous to others. This is especially 
true of some kinds of fish. There is no 
safety in taking alum into the stomach, 
as it is shown to be always injurious, 
and often dangerous. Baking powders 
properly compounded, and containing 
pure cream of tartar instead of alum,
